PEIPING, July 20.—(#)—Ja- 
pan’s army in north China set fire 
to the Wanpinghsien barracks to- 
day, beginning an offensive which 
Chinese feared would culminate in 
a frontal attack against the ancient 
and walled city of Peiping. 

The Japanese brought artillery 
into the field and shelled the Chi- 
nese garrison for more than two 
hours, turning it into a bloody 
shambles. 

There was bitter fighting about 
the garrison and the marble balus- 
trades of Marco Polo bridge, 10 
miles west of Peiping. The pres- 
ent crisis was the result of clashes 
between Chinese and Japanese 
troops July 7. 

Negotiations between local Chi- 
nese and Japanese officials failed 
to establish peace, and the Japa- 
nese command issued an  ulti- 
matum to Chinese troops to with- 
draw from the troubled area. 

They refused, the Domei (Japa- 
nese) News Agency said, and 
opened fire on Japanese troops 
with trench mortars. The fire 
continued at intervals through last 
night. 

Ultimatum Expires. 

The ultimatum expired at noon, 
and two and one-half hours later 
the Japanese troops, 1,000 men, 
moved against Wanpinghsien. 

Shells dropped into the garrison 
and fired both arsenal and bar- 
racks, Domei said.

Returning identical verdicts in 
each of the cases, the jury of six 
unemployed American Legion 
members said: 

“Kenneth Reed died from a 
wound in the abdomen caused 
when the deceased was struck by 
a bullet fired from a gun held in 
the hand of an unknown police 
officer during a riot that started 
when a large body of strikers and 
strike sympathizers numbering 
approximately 1,500 to 2,000 per- 
sons, many of whom were armed 
with clubs and missiles, attempt- 
ed to force their way through a 
police line, apparently intending 
to enter the plant of the Republic 
Steel Corporation May 30, 1937. 

“Justifiable Homicide.” 

“From the testimony presented, 
we the jury believe this occur- 
rence to be justifiable homicide.” 

Thurlow Lewis, counsel for the 
Illinois district of the United Mine 
Workers of America and one of 
the four attorneys who represent- 
ed union interests at the six-day 
presentation of evidence, com- 
mented: 

“Chicago still looks on it with 
different eyes than the rest of the 
world.” 

A Paramount newsreel of the 
battle was shown to the jury Fri- 
day.

Who Discovered at 21

ROME, July 20.—(4)—A world 
bound more closely through his 
genius tonight.mourned the death 
of the Marquis Guglielmo Mar- 
coni, the father of wireless, 

The famous inventor, who was 
only 21 when he discovered how 
to telegraph through space, died 
early today of heart paraysis in 
his palace-home in the heart of 
Rome. He was 63 years old. — 

He left unfinished his far-reach- 
ing development of the ultra-short 
wave, but his work will be carried 
on by the group of experts who 
have searched with him in the 
mysteries of transmission without 
wires. 

Marconi, whose wireless mes- 
sages first bridged the Atlantic in 
1901, was a frequent visitor to the 
United States. 

First of the leaders to pay re- 
spects at the death-bed of the pio- 
neer was Premier Benito Musso- 
lini, who kissed his forehead. Mar- 
coni was to have seen I] Duce last 
night in the Palazzo Venezia, but 
a sudden heart attack forced. the 
inventor to cancel the visit.

Unnerved by Sight of Torn Bodies, 
Woman Quits Train After Wreck 


“It Was Too Ghastly—I Ran Back,’”? Lawrenceville Passen- 
ger Explains After Glimpse of Collision Victims; Gets 
Friend To Drive Her Home. 


The sight of mangled bodies of 
eight children and two women 
killed or injured yesterday in the 
auto-train collision near Tucker, 
15 miles from Atlanta, was too 
much for Mrs. W. P. Ezzard, of 
Lawrenceville, a passenger on the 
train. 

She picked up her baggage and 
went back home. 

“It was too ghastly ...I ran 
back,” she said. 

Relates Story. 

Her story of the wreck is: 

“After we passed Tucker, the 
train suddenly jerked, and began 
slowing up. I remarked to a wom- 
an in front of me that something 
must have happened, the train was 
not supposed to stop here. I look- 
ed out the window and saw tires 
along the tracks. Two cars down 
the track from where the car in 
which I was riding halted was the 
body of a woman and children 
scattered all over the sides of the 
tracks. 

“T had disregarded the warning 


of men passengers and gone to 
view the victims. 
than I could take. I got my bag 
off the train and got a friend to 
drive me home.” 

E. R. Webb, filling station at- 
-tendant, who was only a few yards 
from the crossing, said the driver 
apparently failed to see the on= 
rushing train until halfway across 
the tracks. 

Jams on Brakes. 

“She got excited and jammed on 
the brakes instead of stepping on 
the gas,” he said.

And despite the ardent testi- 
mony of Marconi’s converts, in 
particular young Collins, the St. 
John’s papers completely muffed 
the story. 

“T’ll never forget dashing into 
the office and telling my editor— 
his name was Parsons—that I had 
the greatest story in the world and 
demanded the front page,” Collins 
said. “Of course, being young and 
having seen with my own eyes 


lieved implicity. Parsons couldn't 
see it; he thought Marconi was just 
another fake stock salesman or 
something. 

Gets Two Inches. 

“Know what space I got when I 
asked for the front page? Two 
inches double column on page one 
and not a line more.” 

Two days later the place was 
swarming with American reporters 
and pressmen from Montreal for 
the message reporting success of 
the experiment in what was to be- 
‘come radio telegraphy had been 
recognized at face value.

Intlux Into Camp 


George Fred Battle, City Policeman, Headed List Called 
Into Service From Atlanta To Train for 
Greatest War of All Time. 


Twenty years ago yesterday, 
July 20, 1917, the first numbers 
and names for the selective draft 
for World War soldiers were an- 
nounced, and an army of civil- 
ians began moving toward Atlan- 
ta and Camp Gordon to learn the 
art of war. 

Answering the first call were 
3,194 young men from Atlanta and 
Fulton county, drawn from every 
walk of life to fight in the blood- 
lest conflict of all time. 

The first Atlantan to be draft- 
ed was George Fred Battle, now 
a city policeman, who lives at 740 
Glass street, N. W. He went along 
in that first call with the other 
Georgia boys to Camp Gordon, 
and eventually ended up overseas 
for the actual warfare. 

The polyglot, nondescript civil- 
ian army which poured into At- 
lanta from all directions knew lit- 
tle or nothing about making war. 
They had to be trained from the 
beginning and trained for many 
months to make them over from 
raw material into the _ effective 
units which were eventually 
placed in the field in war-torn 
western Europe. 

They had to learn to handle a 
gun, and to march, and to salute, 
and the many other essentials to 
a modern fighting machine. They 
learned all this and much more 
out at Camp Gordon, and then 


they were sent overseas to the ac- 
tual fighting. 

And it all started just 20 years 
ago. 

MILITARY DRAFT 
BEGAN 20 YEARS AGO 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—(4)— 
Twenty years ago today the 
United States began drafting sol- 
diers for the World War. 

On June 5, 1917, the nation had 
started registration of the 24,234,- 
pn men eligible for military serv- 
ce. 

On July 20, 1917, in Room 226 
in the senate office building, the 
first numbers wer2 drawn. Sec- 
retary of War Newton D. Baker 
opened the ceremony. From*a 
glass bowl he drew out Number 
298 and the thousands of regis- 
trants who held that number be- 


came the first men called for | 
service under the draft. 

To make the selections a sin- 
gle set of numbers was prepared 
beginning at 1 and including the 
highest registration number 
reached in the largest local board 
area. The printed numbers were 
inclosed in gelatin capsules, placed 
in a large glass bowl and drawn 
by blindfolded persons. 

The total armed forces of the 
United States up to November 11, 
1918, consisled of 4,791,172 men, 
of which 2,810.269—2 out of every 
3 in the army—were selected for 
service by the draft.

of the average remuneration thereof, 
showing on a statement, in detail, attach- 
ed to the employer’s first contribution 
report for 1937, or the employer's first 
contribution report thereafter, and there- 
after as requested, the basis for such 
valuation. The requirements of the law 
and the instructions of the Commission- 
er relating to the reporting of wages are
